IN A WRECK. 


STATEMENT OF A SOUTHERN PA- 
CIFIC CAR CONDUCTOR. 


A Sudden Shock, in Which He Awakens to the Dan- 
ger upon Gim—His Wife Dead and Terror all 
Around—A Louisiana Explosion £Zx- 
Piaiwed-Crimes and Casualtices, 


Mr. Harris, of Massachusetts, and Mr. Whitt- | 


sell, one of the sleeping car passengers in the 
| wrecked Southern Pacifictrain, arrived in the 
| city yesterday. He reports: “I think it must 
| have been but a few moments after the train 
| started that I woke up and realized I was in 
| danger, but how I couldn’t tell. We were 
rushing along the mountain side at a feartul 
speed, and in a few seconds the crash came. 
Over we went, and a thousand splinters and 
pieces of debris completely buried us. As 
quickly as possible, I was on my feet working 
to make an exit through the masses under 
which we were buried to save myself and the 
other occupants of the train. Everywhere I 


found myself hemmed in by masses of 
wreckage. My wife, 1 think, was killed by 
the first shock us her hands were cold when I 
touched them, and my calls remained 
unanswered, [ cleared a passage 
way along through the _ ruins for 


some seventeen feet, till 1 reached a place 
uear where Miss Sguime was imprisoned. I 
heard her scream forsuccor. She told meshe 
Was unhurt, but merely unable to get out of 
the window. ‘The flames began breakirg 
through where I was working, and I was driv- 
en back to where 1 knew no hope for escape 
existed, and retreating merely to avoid a fiery 
death, { went back to my wite for the fourth 
time, and now could only grasp her hair. 
Again and again I called to her for one sign 
ef life, bu: all to nu purpose. The gases and 
flames now drove me from her side, and as a 
last resort | buried myself in the debris. 
When hope had left me the men working 
from the outside suddenly accidentally came 
on me and uncovered half my body,but there I 
became lodgea, our efforts proving unavailing 
to free me from the debris. Finally I suc- 
ceeded in dropping through the hole made 
for me by the rescuers, I was the only one 
who ever reached the light of 
day fromunder the heap of ruins, 

An examination by physicians of the sup- 
posed human remains from the railroad 
wreck at Tehichipa shows that seven of the 
boxes, instead of cortaining portions of hn- 


man bodies, heid the charred frag- 
ments of animal flesh, either 
beef or mutton. Tuese were 
the unknown and unrecognizable remains 


iaken from the wreck of the baggage and 
express curs. A duplicate chart of the burned 
tleepipg cars sbows that all the passengers 
are accounted for. Twelve dead have been 
recognized@aind two are unrecognized, sup- 
posed to have been tramps. 
DOWN AN EMBANKMENT. 

CUMBERLAND, Mo., January 23.—About two 

o'clock this aftern on a wheel broke under 


the car of a coal train on the George’s Creek 
and Cumberland road, near Pompey Mash, 
seven miles west of this city, throwing about 
sixty loaded cars and two locomotives down 
anembankment. Harry: Baldwin, fireman, 
and William Lyons and James McGettigen, 
brakemen, were killed, and Martin Welsh, 
engineer, died soon after from his injuries. 
Daniel BGradly, fireman, James Dolen., engi- 
neer, and George F. Facken and Sclomon 
Gross, brakemen, were injured. All the kill- 
ed and injured resided in Cumberland. The 
body of Baldwin has not yet been recovered 
from the wreck, which is of such extent as to 
block the road for several days. The loss to 
the railroad cannot now be estimated. 

A special says that seven dead bodies have 
been taken from the wreck on Georges creek 
railroad before reported from Cumberland, 
Maryland. Fifteen men wereon the train 
and not one of them bas been found alive. 
The train’ became unmanageable on the 
heavy grade, ran down hill at lightening 
speed until the foremost engine jumped the 
track while crossing a high trestle, dragging 
the whole train afterit and relled down a 
hill 200 feet. | 

A MOTHER MURDERS THREE CHILDREN, 


Mitwackee, Wis., January 23.—At noon 
to-day the wife of John Zimbrick a laborer, 
living in Sixth street killed her three children, 
the oldest of whom was 7 yearsof ageand the 
yeungest 18 months; in the most brutal manner 
liberally cutting them to pieces and disem- 
bowelling them. The attention of the neigh- 
bors was attracted to the scene by the womans 
uttempt to hang herself in an out house, 
they cut her down and brought her io the 
hou-e where the horrible deed was discovers d. 
Mrs. Zmobrick was at once arrested. She 
took her urrest very calmly, siating that she 
had read in che good book that it was right to 
sacrifice children. Sbe is doubtless suffering 
from religious insanity. 

BLOUDSHED IN MEXICO. 

CHicaco, January 23.—A dispatch from 
Matamoras, Mexico, says: A strong body of 
Indians have been murdering and robbing 
the people in the vicinity of Hermosillo. 
Four custom guards and twenty ranchmen 
pursued them yesterday. The Indians forti- 
fied themselves behind breastworks on the 
Romero mountain. The ranchmen assaulted 
the works, killing five Indians and wound- 
ing many others, Several ofthe ranchmen 
were wounded, but none killed. Eleven 
soldiers in Guadalagara yesterday murdered 
a guard and deserted 

CASUALTY IN AN AUSTRALIAN MINE. 

San Francisco,January 23.—The Australian 
mail brings details of a great mining disaster 
inan Australian mine on December 24th. 
The mine was suddenly finoded with water 
in the low«r workings. Twenty-seven men 
were imprisoned. Twenty-two of them were 
drowned. Five were rescued after sixty 
hours confinement,

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A CHICAGO FAILURE, 


Break of a Leading Mouse With Liabilities of $4540,. 
000— What Farmers Had Do With lt. : 

Cum aco, January 23.—It now appears that 
the failure of the grocery firm of Boice, Fay 
& Conkey, announced yesterday, is worse 
than at first reported. No schedule has been 
filed. A member of the firm states that the 
assets are $100,000 in stock, $250,000 oultstand- 
ing acccunts, and liabilities about $300,000. 
One of the largest crediters, however, esti- 
mates the liabilities at $450,000, The princi- 
pal creditors are in the west, Judgments 
and confessions were entered to-day to the 
amount of §218 000, It has been generally 
known in the trade that the firm were em- 
barrassed fora yearor more, They have been 
doing a large business on small capital. The 
farmers, while holding their grain for higher 
prices, bave not paid the country merehants, 
who in turn could pot settle with the whole- 


sale dealers. These failures to collect country

] SIXTY DEGREES BELOW. 


The Celdest Weother Ever Known—Thermometers 
Found te be Unequal to the Strain. 
Wasuincton, January 23.—The intense 
co'd which hes prevailed since Saturday 
morning continues at eight o'clock this morn- 
ing. In Chiesgo the thermometer was 
twenty-three degrees below zero. The only 
persons on the streets are those compelled 
to be, Among these cases several! frost bites, 
frozen ears and noses. The snow is in solid 
j drifts, which impede railroads. Trains of 
most of the roads come in behind, and two 
engines are necessary to each. The coid 
wave seems to be moving east, and the tem 
“tel rising at points where it bas passed. 
n Cleveland the thermometer feli fifty-two 
degrees in thirty-s:x hours, and this morning 
stool three degrees below zero, and promis 
ing to fall lower. A furious gale prevailed 
last night. In Kansas City the force of the 
cold has passed, and the temperature 
to-day ha moderated very materiaily, being 
10 degrees above zero here at 1. p.. m. Dis- 
patches from several points in Kansas state 
the weather is clear and warmer. The lowest 
temperature reported is from Selina; 10 de- 
grees below zero. Jn St. Louis the weatber, 
which has been pretty cold for this region for 
the past two days, materiaily moderated to- 
day, and the mercury is now only afew de- 
grees below the freezing point, with strong 
indications ef a brisk thaw within twenty- 
iour hours. The lowest point reached by the 
mereury according to the signal service re 
ports, was .6 degrees below zero Saturday 
night, but other thermometers notso perfect, 
marked 6 degress and & degress below. Ad- 
vices from the interior of the state are very 
meegre, but none of them note extreme cold, 
and no ireezingor special suffering of live 
stock in field or in transit is reported so far. 
In Wyoming territory the recent cold snap 
of four days duration was one of the coldest 
in the history of the territory. The mer- 
cury ranged from zero {to 35° below, with a 
slight wind. The fal! of snow was light, so 
that winter-cured grass on which cattle and 
sheep feed while roaming the plains, was not 
covered, The animals can withstand any 
temperature while feed is abundant, The 
losses are scarcely sufficient to notice. A few 
‘ickly calves in each herd succumbed. The 
sheep suffered none. The snow 1s melting 
to-day, which is good for cattle that drifted 
from the frozen streams outon the plains. 
Throughout the northwest the signal service 
thermometer registered 30° below, in St. 
Paul, and private instruments in exposed 
parts of the city ranged several degrees 
lower. Dispatebes from northern points to- 
night, give the following report: Fargo, 30° 
below; Bismarek, 58° below: Brainerd, . 40° 
below; Grand Forks, 58° below; Winnepeg, 
60° below.

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THE WRECKED CIMBRIA. 


The Eseave of the Sultan From Sinking Considered 
Wonderful—Au Official Lnvestigat:on. 

Lonpox, January 23.—A _ Beriin dispateh 
says the survivors of the Cimbria describe 
the moment of her sinking asa terrible one. 
The air was filled with cries of the drowning 
hundreds, who remained floating a short 
time, benumbed by the icy water, and ina 
few minutes ail was over. The Frankfort 
Journal says the officers of the steamer Sultan 
have been placed in jail. According to the 
statement of another survivor of the dis- 
aster to the steamer Cimbria, as late 
ds two o'clock on Friday morning Captain 
Hanson received a report that the Cimbria’s 
light were all burning properly. The brearch 
made by the collision was so great that the 
Cimbria immediately lay right over with 
a portion of ber deck under water. Upon an 
atiempt being made to lower boats, one of 
them capsized immediately. The time 
elapsing between the crash and tlhe final 
sinking of the Cimbria wat only a quarter of 
an bour. The thirty-nine persons bruught in 
by the Theta appear to have been occupants 
of the two boats. One batch of seventeen 
personssaved were broughtin by the Diamant. 
There are alse reports ot another lot of eleven 
or nine persons rescued. Thus all the boats that 
left the Cimbria are accounted for. The most 
searching official inspection of the steamer 
Sultan, which ran into the Cimbria, has been 
made, from which it appears that the damage 
to ber is far more serious than was at first 
believed. According to the testimony of 
competent sea-faring people, the crew of the 
Sultan displayed marvelous cleverness and 
rapidity in stopping the leak, and it is 
scarcely conceivable how the vessel even suc- 
ceeded in reaching Hamburg.

DORE DEAD, 


The Well Known and Voluminous freuch Artet Draw 
Hie Last Breath, 
Paris, January 23.—Dore, the well known 
artist is dead. Paul Gustaye Dore was 
at Strasburgin 1832. He went to Paris in 
1845, and finished his studies at the Lycee 
Charlemagne; and in 1848 was employed on 
the Journal Pourire. In 1848 he began to ex- 
hibit in the salon and did so yearly. In1857 
he received honorable mention. He has 
made an immense number of books and 
periodical illustrations. Among those best 
known are Rabalais, the Wandering Jew, 
Don Quixote. Dante’s Inferno,, the Bible, 
Tennyson’s Idyils and Coleridge’s Ancient 
Mariner. Besides his book illustrations he 
has made many great paintings, several 
statutes and a fewetchings. It is said thathe 
has made in all nearly 75,000 original designs, 
He was the friend of: everybody 
and a recent sketch gives @& 
good idea of his life and character. It 
says: Noone would believe what fun Dore, 
tnat inspired pain erof the most elevated 
Bible subjects, used to make after dinner and 
before the evening guests arrived. He danced 
ballet, he sang chansonettes. He has, or at 
any rate he bad, a splendid tenor voice, going 
easily up toC; he plays the fidd.e extremel 
well, and has altogether an excessively gift 
organization. Probably now no one would 
recognize the uncommonly gay and amusing 
young man who used to make Rossini laugh 
until he shook. The fact is that he bad just

Erwin, of Habersham, solicitor, 
and commissioned by Governer Co!quitt to 
hold unt] the Ist day of January, 1555. 

It will be perceived at once that the legis- 
lature intended that a new judge and solic- 
itor should be elected by the general assem- 
bly, which convened in November, 1882. In 
sursuance of this, that body proceeded to the 
Aection, but was met by Judge Wellborn and 
and Solicitor Erwin with the argument that 
the constitution declared the term of judges 
and eolicitors to be four years, except when 
elected to fill vacancies. They contended 
that this was not a vacancy, and the legisla- 
tive committee, on offices to be filled, made a 
Majority report supporting this view, and a 
minority report to the contrary. After a 
lengthy and spirited discussion engaging the 
most eminent talent of koth branches of the 
assembly, the minority report was adopted 
and a vacancy declared, 

Thereupon the legislature entered into an 
election in which both incumbents, Weilborn 
and Erwin, became candidates. Judge Well- 
born was defeated by Hon. J. B. Estes, of this 
city, and Mr. Erwin was re-elected. Upon 
this Governor Stephens commissioned Judge 
Hstes and Solicitor Erwin, for four years 
from the Ist of January, 1583. 

The present proceedings are in the nature 
of a ruie against Judge Kstes to show before 
Judge James R. Brown, of the Blue Ridge 
circuit, by what authority he assumes to exer- 
cise the duties of judge of the Northeastern 
circuit. The hearing was setin the bill for 
next Saturday, in ,Gainesville, but will, I 
learn to-day, by réquest of Judge Brown, 
be heardin Atlanta on that day. Both par- 
ties have employed able counsel, and a 
most interesting legal fight may be looked 


for. Whatever Jucge Brown’s decision may 
be, it will be taken up, and the supreme 
court will be called upon to pass upon 


the question. 

The spring term of our superior court 
was to commence on next Monday. 
Whether under the broad provision of law 
legalizing the acts of a defacto officer, Judge 
Estes will go forward and hold the court, 
get some other judge to hold the term, or 
adjourn the same, 1s not, to my knowledge, 
settied at this writing.

It has been said Fra Angelico éould 
Dore could not paint a 
saint, and so his Bible is an evidence of his 
strength and weakness.

MR HEPH?/'S GHOST. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 

Sir Walter =cott, Mrs. Crowe, and other writers 
have given us many remarkable ghost stories which 
are well authenticated, andto which «he skcptie 
can find little to object except their inherent ‘m- 
possibility. Butoo modern ghost story with which 
weare acquainted ismore truly marvelous than 
ihat which has recently been revived by the New 
York World’s London correspondent, and which 
we remember to have read ia Charl Dickens’s 
Alt the Year Round, more than twenty years ago. 
Dickens appended to the narrative his own guar- 
anveeof the perfect sanity aud truthfulness of 


the artist whose name was not then 
given, although that - of the. lady 
who s0 strangely and frequently appeared 


to him was given as Caroline Ann Lute. The inex- 
p.icable story, as lately given, in two versions from 
two seperate sources, ciffers somewhat from the 
original narrative as published by Dickens. But 
the differences are only in those minor detai!s, va- 
riety in which isa strong argumeut for substantial 
truth. Xenophon and Plato differed in their por- 
tralis of their master Socrates, and the four evange- 
lists differ in their biographies of Jesua. But the 
general outlines and essential features are the 
same, and in the case of this ghost story it may be 
said that skepticism never received a harder case 
to account for. 

These are the essential facts: In September, 1457, 
Mr. Thomas Heaphy, an artist, was one of a dinner 
party ata house on the borders of Yorkshire aud 
Lincoloshire.
